“J u s t wliat does a boy have to do 
to become an Eagle sco u t?” 
T o become an Eagle scout, a boy 
m ust first reach the ra n k of first-class 
scout. 
T h r e e m onths is the minimum 
tim e required, during which period he 
p erform s 23 different tests, including 
fire-building, cooking, opening a bank 
account, first aid and bandaging, swim ­ 
ming, tracking, hiking, m a p drawing, 
an d a stu d y of trees, a n im a ls and 
stars. 
T h e n th e scout is r e a d y to begin 
study for m erit badges. 
T h e s e a r e em­ 
blems given for proficiency in certain 
lines o f study. 
T h e test is passed b e fo re an exam ­ 
iner. who gives the boy a certificate 
in evidence of the work. 
T h e scout 
now g«»«'s before a court of honor, com­ 
posed of j» group of business men, who 
exam ine his credentials, a n d vote to 
aw a rd him the merit badge. 
W hen th** scour h a s received five 
in«*rit badges in this way in* is desig­ 
nated a L ife scout. 
T e n badges give 
him tin* ra n k of S ta r scout, while 21 
a re required for the E a g le degree. 
Many of these tests ar«* f a r from 
easy. 
In bird study, for example, the 
scout m u st know and identify not less 
than 50 different birds. 
In life-saving 
he m ust be abb* to re sc u e a boy of 
his own weight in deep w ater.

remedy can be presented, m any will 
succum b as victims of their ignorance, 
but th e tide m ay he check«*d, if th e 
world can he brought back to the ac­ 
ceptance of th«* great principles of the 
I’roP-stant religion. T he Chruch of God 
can do much by positively requiring of 
its te achers that th**y teaeh nothing 
but the fu n d am en tals of o u r Christian 
religion, an d teaeh positively. 
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In the colorless days that followed, 
Hilliard listlessly set about the order­ 
ing of his final plans. 
Fortunately, 
there w ere f e w of them; 
his inind 
would never have been equal to intri­ 
cate detail. 


It was a slight consolation to him to 
realize that the city had a habit of
